Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant first contends that Ousabck fails to 
disclose a piston connected to a drive unit. This is not found persuasive. It is the Examiner opinion that Ousback does show a piston (1 1 ) 

connected to a drive unit (6, 8) via a connecting rod (10; as taught in Ousback's page 1, lines 59-63). Second, applicant contends that the 
longitudinal axis of the Ousback's cylinder (3) and rotation axis of tine drive unit (6) are not angled. . This is not found persuasive as claims 
are given their broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification. In this instance, claim 1 merely disclose "a drive unit". It 
is noted that Ousback does show a drive unit including a drive shaft (6) and a drive ring (8), as broadly claimed, and wherein such ring is 
selectively angled with respect to the longitudinal axis of the guide cylinder (3). Thus, Ousback does teach wherein the rotation axis of the 
drive ring (8) and the longitudinal axis of the cylinder (3) are angled.
